A 
slip would coat a life. But daily 
these things are done, and when 
they reap tbe result of their own folly 
now and then it is very fashionable 
to blame the railroad employes for it. 
When the road is not blocked by oars 
to that the view is not obstructed, it 
ia certainly as little as a person can 
do to wait for a train to pass before 
rushing in front of it, and when the 
view is blocked it is more important 
that yon are perfectly sure before 
yon attempt to cross. There's safety 
in reasonable precaution.
